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Away back in the ‘‘fifties’’ bears were 
4 numerous on the banks of the Willa- 

ette River, in Oregon, as are hogs in 
the hickory woods of Kentucky in nut- 
@ime. And that is saying that bears 
were mighty plenty in Oregoa~ about 
forty years ago. 
~You see after the missionaries estab- 


lished their great cattle ranches in Or- 


egon and gathered the Indians from the 
wilderness and set ‘them to work and 
fed them on beef and bread, the bears 
had it all their own way, till they liter- 
ally overran the land. And this gavea 
great chance for sport to the sons of 
missionaries and the sons of new settlers 
“where rolls the Oregon.”’ 

And it was not perilous sport either, 
for the grizzly was rarely encountered 
here. His home was further to the 
south. Neither was the large and 


clumsy cinnamon bear abundant on the. 


banks of the ‘beautiful Willamette in 
those dear old days,-When you might 
ride from sun to sun, belly deep in wild 
flowers, and never see a house. But 
the small black bear, as indicated be- 
fore, was on deck in great force at all 
times and in nearly all places. 


A pertlous moment. 


It was the custom in those days for 
boys to take this bear in the lasso, 
usually on horseback. 

We would ride along close to the 
dense woods that grew by the river 
bank,.and gétting between him and his 
base of retreat ‘would, as.soon as we 
sighted a bear feeding out in the open 
plain, swing our lassos and charge him 
with whoop and yell. His habit of rear- 
ing up and standing erect and doubling 
his fists as if to fight, a la John L. 
Sullivan, made him am easy prey to 
the lasso. And then the fun of taking 
him home through the Jong, strong 
grass! 

As a rule he did not show tight when 
once in the toils of the lasso; butin a 
few hours, making the best of the situ- 
ation like a little philosopher, he would 
lead along like a dog. 

There were of course 
this exemplary conduct. 

On one occasion, particularly, Ed Par- 
ish, the son of a celebrated missionary, 
came near losing his life by counting 
too confidently on the docility of a bear 
which he had taken into a lasso and was 
leading home. 
_ His bear suddenly stopped, stood up 
and began tt 
hand just like a_ sailor. 
otherend of the rope was fastened 
tight to the big Spanish pomel of the 
saddle, why of courfse the distance be- 
tweer the bear and the horse soon grew 
perilously short, and Ed Parish slid 
from his horse’s back and took to the 
brush, leaving horse and bear to fight 
It out as best they could. 

When he came back, with some boys 
to help him, the horse was dead and the 
bear was gone, having cut the rope with 
his teeth. | 

After having iost his horse in this 
Way poor little Ed Parish had to do his 
hunting on foot, and as my people were 
immigrants and very poor, why we, 
that is my brother and I, were on foot 
also. This kept us three boys together 
a great deal, and many a peculiar ad- 
venture we had in those dear old days, 
‘when all the world was young.”’ 

Young and dashing Ed Parish was 
nearly always the hero of our achieve- 
ments, for he wasa bold, enterprising 
fellow, who feared nothing at al. In 
fact he finally lost his life from his very 
great love of adventure. But, this is 
too sad to tell now; and we must be 
tontent with the story about how he 
treed a bear, for the present. 

We three boys had gone bear hunting 
op a wooded cafion close to his father’s 
ranch late one warm summer afternoon. 
Ed had a gun, but asI said before, my 
people were very poor, so neither 
brother nor I had any other arms or 
implements than the inseparable lasso. 

Ed, who ways always: the captain in 
such cases, chose the center of the 
jense, deep cafion for himself, and put- 
ting my brother on the hill to his right 
and myself on the hill to his left, 
ordered a stmultaneous ‘Forward 
march!”’ 

- Aftera time we heard him shoot. 
Then we heard him shout. Then there 
was a long silence. 

Then suddenly high and wild his voice 
rang out above thetree tops down in 
the deep caijion.

Cricaeo, June 22.—[By the Associ- 
/ ated Press.] The report of the Demo- 
cratic Platform Committee, whieh was 
adepted by the convention, with an 
amendment [noted elsewhere] ie as fol- 
lows: | 
“The representatives of the Democratic 
party of the United States, in convention 
assembled, do reaffirm their allegiance to 
the principles of the party as formulated 
by Jefferson and exemplified by the long, 
illustrious line of successors in Democratic 
Jeadership, from Madison to Cleveland, 
We believe the public welfare de. 
mands that ose principles, be ap- 
plied to the conduct of the FeCeéral Gov:

turn to the fundamental principles of free 

pular government, basedon home rul 

nd individual liberty was never more ur- 
gent than now, when the tendency to cen: 
tralize all power at the federal capital has 
become a menace tothe reserved rights of 
States that strike atthe root of our Gov- 
ernment under the Constitution as framed 
by the fathers of the Republic. 

We warn the people of the common 
country, jealous for the preservation of 
their free institutions, that the policy of 
the Federal control/of elections, to which 
the Republican party has committed itself, 
is fraught with the gravest dangers, 
scarcely less momentous than would result 
from arevolution practically establishing a 
monarchy on the ruins of the Republic.

GOV. MERRILL ARRESTED. 

Judge John L. Campbeli has brought suit 
against the Semi-Tropic Land and Water 
Company and the Lytle Creek Water Com- 
pany for damages to the amount of $2000, 
said to have been sustained by him because 
of these companies having taken water 
from Lytle Creek above his ditch and not 
leaving water sufficient to supply his re- 
quirements.

The Dratt of Chimneys. 
__ [American Agriculturist.] 

“Itis a common trick of masons to 
make the chimney mortar smooth out- 
side. It looks better that way. But 
the virtue of achimney is to ‘draw.’ 
Smoothness on the outside does not 
count for that. A smooth chimney on 
the inside offers less obstruction to the 
smoke. It means that the fire burns 
better and less of the soot and cinders 
lodges in the chimney. If there is to 
be any obstruction in the draught it 
should be in the stovepipe, whereby the 
heat can be kept in the room. The 
chimiiey ought to offer the least possi-. 
ble obstruction to the draft, and there- 
fore insure most complete burning of 
the wood or coal.

A Crusade Organized Against 
Prostitution. 


Efforts to Be Made to Reform the. 


. Fallen Women, 


_ After Which Steps Will Be Taken to 


Close the Houses. 


by the Church People—Homes Will 
Be Provided for Those 
Wish to Reform. 


' Since the Mills meetings were held in 


this. city the pastors of the various 
churches and the working members of 
the congregations have organized: a 
crusade against the houses of prostitu- 
tion of this city andto all appearances 
they have gone atitin the right way. 

They have been digging’up data dur- 
ing the past few weeks and claim that 
there are about 600. places where pros- 
titution is practiced in this city and 
that 100 young girls who belong to 
respectable families have joined the 
ranks during the past year and are now 
living tives of shame. 

They claim thatitis not an uncom- 
mon thing for gangs. of boys ranging 
from 12 to 14 years of age to visit 
these dens nightly and if the youth of 
this city is to be saved every house of 


prostitution must be closed as soon as 
possible. 


The good people have asked’ the 
Board af Police Commissioners to hold 
off until they have had an opportunity 
to reform as many of the fallen women 
as possible. At a late hour Tuesday 
night a body of church people, com- 
posed of ladies and gentlémen, visited 


the disreputable “portions of the city to 
» spend some time watching the perform- 


ances of the ‘‘crib’’ women. They will 
probably be ready to start the reform 
crusade this evening. As soon as they 
are satisfied that they can reform no 
more women they will begin to swear 
out complaints against the keepers of 
all houses that do not close up within 
the prescribed time fixed by the Police 
Commissioners. 


The Movement Against Prostitution, 

Los ANGELES, June 22.—[To the Editor of 
THE TimEs.] There can be no doubt but 
that the number and publicity of houses of 
ill-fame in Los Angeles are both a blot on 
the city’s escutcheon aud a menace to social 
purity. 


The name of Alameda street is infamous, | 
and justly so; and there are other places 


that are fully as bad. The extent and 
character of this vice cannot be Known to 


the people; for if it were they would hardly 


give sleep to their eyes until the evil was 
suppressed, 
tis said that there are nearly 600 places 
in-the city where women live for immoral 
anda list.has been made by one 
of the city oMcers of over 200 houses which 
are recognized homes of prostitutes. Ala- 
meda street is an awful place, but it Is only 
the seat of the cancer which sends out its 
infectious roots to reproduce itself in other 
arts of the city. The openness of the vice 
s one of the most striking things about it. 


It does not hide itself away nor seem to feel. 


any sense of shame; and why should it do 
so’ It boaststhat it is sustained by the 
best names in the city, and the city officials 
have publicly confessed their inability to 


deal with it without a more decided public’ 


sentiment agairst it, which sentiment they 
do not think they have. 3 

If you could go down into that part of the 
city some evening, see the women in the 


~~ doors and front yards. notice the men that 


: go down thither, oftenin crowds, from the 
usiness part of the city, you might have 
some appreciation of the enormous evil 


thatisin our midst and the source from. 


which it draws its support. Young men 
and boys often go thither with no thought 
of. entering the haunts of vice, but once 
there they are caught inthe swirl of the 
whirlpool and sent whirling down its dizzy 


throat. The number of men tainted with 


this vice must be very large, for if there 
are 1000 prostitutes in the city, and this is 
avery low estimate, there must be five or 
ten 4imes as many men who support them, 
and the result is a fact terrible to contem- 
late. 
wo boys and girls are ruined here in 
large numbers. It is not an uncommon 
thing togsee very small boys talking to 
prostitutes in the open light of day, and 


- these boys, soon lost to allsense of shame, 


will furnish recruits to the great army of 
vagabonds and criminals. Then there are 
the girls. It is stated on good authority 
that there are not less than 100 girls led 
into lives of shame every year in the city. 
The work is done at low dances 
and other places where boys and girls meet 
together promiscuously, especially in the 
evening. Think of 100 girls going out 
from our homes every year to recruit the 
ranks of lost women! Something mast be 
done to stop all this. We must arise and 
hunt this vice down, drive it into hiding 
olaces and brand its practice as a disgusting 
and abhorrent crime that will not be tole. 
rated by decent people. It is not sufficient 
that we get rid of the ‘‘cribs’’ on Alameda 
street. Itis the character of our city that 
we should seek to improve and not simply 
its reputation. We should not be satisfied 
with half-way measures, such as taking the 
names from the doors, closing the blinds 
and shutting up the front part of the 
house. Every house has back doors and in 
the midst of these ‘cribs’ there are saloons 
which open in the rear into yards and 
alleys that lead to these houses of death. 
Such an effort hardly touches the evil. It 
is only playing with the tail of the viper 
while it strikes its fangs into the body. We 
must put our heel on the viper’s head and 
grind it into the earth. 

Neither is it suMcient if we suppress it 
in only one part of the city. To drive it 
from Alameda street to some other part of 
the city will not make it one whit less terri- 
bie in its effects on those who practice it. 
Such a measure seems hardly worthy of 
sensible men. If the pigs are in one part 
of the garden eating the peas shall we 
drive them to another part to eat up the 
beans? If this vice ruins one locality will 
itnot ruin another? Shall we cut the can- 
cer outof one part of the body and plant 

What we want is an honest, 
persistent and determined effort to sup- 
press every house in the city. . 

But while we believe that the law can do 
much, we do not forget that it has its 
limitations. It cannot prevent sin, annihi- 
late passions nor change the human heart. 
Only the gospel can do this. As Chrisfian 
people we believe that the Lord Jesus can 
change the hearts of these poor women. 
many of whom are unfortunates and few of 

“them leading a life of shame from cholce. 
Let it be knownthat to every one of these 
desiring to escape from the bondage of this 
life a way is open, and women, whose 
hearts the Lord has touched, are readv to 
help them. We do not want those women 
to be hunted outof the city norinto obscur- 


While destroying the vice we would save 
those who pfactice it. Noone is shut up to 
this life, all may leave it; and Christian 
women will see thata home is provided for 

all who desire to lead a better life. 
The above is essentially the ground taken 
by the committee that waited on the com- 
missioners. The work cannot be done 
without the codperation of the public. Has 
not the time come to act? Are we not 
urged by every worthy and noble motive to 
arise in our strength and save our fair city 
from this awful curse of open prostitution?

Compelied to Give up His Charge on Ac- 
count of Failing Health.

As new developments come to the 
surface in the Bentley Multery case, 
which is causing so much talk in Orange 
county, details of which appeared in 
Tur Times yesterday, it smacks more 
and more of sensationalism, and as the 
chain of evidence is being linked to- 
gether George- Wooster Bentley, alias 
G. Wooster, is shown to be a wealthy 
old nincompoop of devious ways, who 
has pernfitted his unchaste nature to 
lead him in by and forbidden paths, 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Bentley and 
her daughter, Mrs. Wite, accompanied 
by Deputy Sheriff Buckley, visited the 
County Jailin Santa Ana for the pur- 
pose of having an interview with the 
wayward husband. When the deputy 
sheriff informed him that a couple of 
ladies would like to speak to him he 
answered: ‘I know who they are and 
I don’t care to see’ them.’? He was 
finally persuaded to step into. the 
waiting-room, where he stood face to 
face with the woman he deserted 
ayear agothe 8d day of last June. 
The old lady, although 74 years old, 
bore up bravely under the very trying 
circumstances, and as the seconds were 
transformed ‘into minutes the atmos- 
phere in the waiting-room grew very 
warm for the old gentleman, and finally 
in a fit of nervousness. he cried out: 
“For God’s sake, Sherif, take these 
women out of here.”’ 

It was some time, however, before the 
interview closed, and when it did the old 
man looked asif he had just concluded 
one of the hardest and most trying day’s 
work of his life. 

Wife No. 2 was then asked to see the 
visitors, but she stoutly refused. When 
the jail door swung open to admit Bent- 
ley to his cell Mrs. Bentley No. 1 spoke 
to her husband’s paramour, but she re- 
fused to enter into a conversation. . 

It has been ascertained that Bentley 
did not bear a good reputation in Mel- 
rose, O., before he absconded with an- 
other man’s wife and several thousand 
dollars that belonged:to his own wife.

- The committee met in pertees A = B, 
Palace Hotel, at 2 o'clock. W. F. Ritz- 
gerald ‘presided. He announced that the 
committee had assembled in pursuance ot 
a resolution adopted by the State Executive 
Committee to fix the time and place for. 
holding the next State convention -and 
such other business as might come before 
it. He said that the chairman of the last 
convention had appointed the Executive 
Committee of tweaty-one, which had or- 

anized, and its acts would be reported in 

etail. ‘He announced that the first busi- 

ness befo#e the convention was the election 
of achairmanof the State Central Com- 
mittee. 

W.S..Moore of Los Angeles said that he 
believed that the best interest of the party 
would te served by ratifying the election 
of Officers by the State Executive Commit- 
tee, and he moved that W. F. Fitzgerald 
should.be elected chairman, J. N. E. Wil- 
son vice-chairman, P. N. Lilienthal treas- 
urer, ©. F. Bassett secretary, and Jake 
Steppacher assistant secretary. The mo- 
tion was unanimously adopted. 

Chairman Fitzgerald said he was pro- 
foundly grateful for the compliment of 
selection as‘chairman: of the State Central 
Committee, It was a fact known to the 
members of the State Executive Committee, 
he said, that. he had-‘not only. not sought 
the place, but na bsolutely declined to acce 
it at first. id not think that he could 
Spare the ‘sui from his business. The 
committee differed from him, however, 
and- haying no desire to shirk any demand 
that the party..saw. fit to make on him he 
waived his own inclinations. Accepting 


the duti¢s' and responsibilities of the posi- 


tion he woulé discharge them to the best of 
his ability, to the best interests of the party 
which has done so much for the common 
good and the common country. He eulo- 
gized the administration of President Har- 
rison aid declared that it was one that 
every Republican could point to with pride 
and one that every good citizen could con- 
Scientiously support, having been able, 
wise and statesmanlike.

Gettysburg Relies. 

Col. John A. Cockerelt says in the 
Cincinnati Enquirer: visitor to 
Gettysburg will, of course, find there 
anexhaustless stock of relics. This 
fact amused very much J. M. Bailey, the 
quaint humorist of the Danbury News, 
who accompanied us on this excursion, 
and who was a participant in the fight- 
ing nearly thirty years ago. Bailey in- 
sists that the business of manufacturing» 
and planting relics on the battle-field 
is one of the established 6ccupations of 
Gettysburg, and he cannot be made to: 
believe otherwise. The citizens all de- 
clare that the relics are growing scarce, 
and the prices, therefore, are steadily 
advancing. Aside from the regular 
collectors who have shops in the town, 
one meets at every point upon the field 
and in the streets little children with’ 
pitiful collections of bullets and bits of 


‘shells, which they offer for sale. 


Good-natured visitors patronize them 
more, I think, because of their necessi- 
tous appearance than because of any 
desire to possess relics. I gave one 
freckle-faced wnemic little chap 75 
cents forthe butt end of a rusty old 
bayonet. The price was somewhat out 
of proportion, but it enabled somebody 
to indulge in the witticism that it was 
one of the most remarkable bayonet 
charges that the field had known. 

ile we were in Gettysburg somebody 
unearthed the skeleton of a horse and a 
man. The horse had been thrown into 
atrench with all the accoutrements, 
and the only thing which wasin a fair 
State of preservation was the saddel 
and buttons of the soldier. 
indicated that the skeleton was that of 
a Southern soldier. 

I must reiterate that a visit to Get- 
tysburg is well worth the time. 
people who were born since the war and 
who have read little about it and care 
less are absolutely entranced when once 
they come in contact witha record of 
the momentous deeds done there and 
which have now made it a hallowed 
Mecca for every true American, re- 
gardless of section or prejudice. The 
impressions one carries away from there 
are lasting; the lesson is valuable. 
vividness and value would be addition- 
ally imparted to both if Gettysburg had 
a good modern hotel. This the quaint 
old town needs, and the battlefield it- 
self should be ornamented with deserv- 
ing statues of Gens. Meade, Hancock 
and Buford. 


Patent Grave Marker. . 

The expense of a funeral ina large 
city has grown to such proportions that 
the average man commits more extrava- 
gance in the act of dying than he ever. 
did during life. It has been suggested \ 
that a much less costly form of grave- 
stone than that usually erected would 
meetallithe requirements of affectionate 


remembrance aud respect, and the sug- 


gestion has been carried into effect in 
the patenting ofa ‘grave marker.’’ This 
is simply a memorial leaf. It consists 
of two outer plates bent so as to form a 
holder for leaves or tablets, adapted to 
be suspended from a frame to receive 


and retain objects desired to be kept as 
mementoes of the deceased. 


The tab- 
lets beneath the outer plates can be 
designed in any desired form, and as 
they have slides of mica or transparent 
material to protect the tokens, any ob- 
ject such as photographs, sketches, etc., 
can be inserted. For instance, a sketch 
of the life of the departed ora portrait 
or alock of hair can be placed in’ the 
recepticle, where it is securely pro- 
tected from the weather, and, as it is 
covered with mica, it will last for many 
years without bleaching or decaying. 


» Cost of Lighting London. 
{Spare Moments.] 


The lighting of the streets of the city | 


of London costs rather more than $60,- 
000 ayear. This, it is estimated, will, 


as soon as the electric lighting in prog- | 


ress is completed, be increased to 
$100,000 vearly. The lighting of the 
strsets of London outside the city, 
whichever boundary be taken—that of 
the school board district or that of the 
metropolitan police district—is neces- 
sarily a continuously increasing one. In 
the larger area there is an addition to 
the London streets of between thirty 
and forty miles every year. 
the cost of lighting the streets at that 
time was given by Mulhall as $2,500,- 
000 a year, and it is estimated that at 
the present time, with the very large 
additional mileage, the yearly .cost of 
lighting the streets of London is be- 
tween €3,.000.000 and $8,259,000.
